Q Well, Mr. Stevens, as near as you can describe it 
now, what was your state of mind or feeling when you 
isarned that Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills were found dead 
together?

Well, I 
just couldn't get it through my mind at all, the cause of 
it all.
